2. Oar 301 has been tested with 1402 at West Palm 
Beach and is now packed and ready for shipment . But 
Jim would lika to teat some card-to-tape and tape -to- 
card operations before it is shipped,, since no parallel 
operations are planned, i.e. the other peripheral 
equipment goes out the same day the 301 comes in. This 
may not be possible since machine would have to be 
unpacked and set up at West Palm Beach and shipment 
schedule ia approximately 14 Sovember. It is not 
essential that this ba done since we would still have 
emergency back up at RCA K Street or other Government 

installations • 

3, Jim and I had a long talk about programming 
and operations techniques under 501/301 concept.

(usually averages 60% of operational time 
on a 501) by use of blocked fixed records 
instead of variable length records.
